mal heat, arid BUBportuig nwplration. Honor 
there are two chuaes of atateriai. fa food, the 
one building up and eiutauuug the rahiic of 
the bode , the other keeping, np the proeeaa of 
ro.jui.uon. 

S'.iiionul prediUtetiana or evBjitdioea cannot 
ahake the law of nature, which b M placed 
the potato ajjnoat at the very bottom of the 
•eale or vegetable food. One hundred torn of 
potntoc* contain no more than two torn of nu- 
tritive naauer tilted for the fortruvtkiri of the 
ariinul frame. Never wai there a gTenier fal- 
Lacy than to conceive that it ia a food fitted far 
the poor ; it ia to th* poor nun, ai well a* to 
the rich, one of the moat coatly cropa which can 
he cultivated. It la true that Ihcputato would 
be a cheap aliment if it were equail v nutrftiou* 
wtthothei ktndi of Ibod ; but thia ia not the 
eaie, for a fat lirgi? quantity rouit be con- 
■umed to obtain adequate iwuti.hnvrjrrt. Six 
pound* of potatoei mwl be taken u 
afbrd tha aamc nutriment tlint one 
pound of flour, or the third of a pound of pcaa, 
wool J aJfard. It* balk I* it* only reeommen- 
datiDn, and that it doe* not enjoy in ao 
peat a degree aa the more hardy though rather 
lee* nutritiva, Jerusalem artichoke, beet, or 
turnip. Lnt ua not d coat re 'lurawtte* a* tu tha 
true value of nutriment in duTere nt vnrittici of 
cropa, lor in time* of prnqtLt'tiv* famine we 
ill did clearly undent* nd tty what crop* we 
can product, the Inrgcai amount of nutrinient 
per acre. And in auch eoriiideratinna we rauit 
now thoae portion* of food fitted for auppurt- 
iitg and forming the botlie* of animal* a* the 
only true etpreuion of their nutritive value. 
We have, thexefore, prepared a table, rniculated 
upon the avvrnge produee per acre of varum* 
crop* in thia country.
